Jarmo, OH2BN, reports: "While driving to the Arctic region north of the city of Oulu at 
65degrees North, you will now find the wintry landscape more naked than before. Something is 
missing from the landscape, a reflec- tion of the challenges facing the stormy and icy North. 
Sorrow has descended on the population of the village of Arkala. 


It was the recent storm Oskari creating gusts of up to 68 knots (783MPH) that not only knocked 
down the massive 330ft (100m) 40+ ton 160/80M array but also left 200,000 homes in Finland 
without electricity.
